and at the Instance of Uie State Tax 
Commtaloner, I give the following 
notice. 

On or after July 1st 1 will begin to 
revalue the real eetate together with 
the ImprovemenU thereon, as requir¬ 
ed by the sole of the Legislature 
1921. All persons who own real es¬ 
tate In this county with improve¬ 
ments not assessed thereon, are re¬ 
quested to come to the awasor ■ of¬ 
fice and have same placed on the land 
books for 1921, as all such Improve¬ 
menU 1 And after commencing the 
re-valuation not on the land books 1 
will be compelled to back tax for the 
year* said Improvements did not ap¬ 
pear on said books for taxations, at 
the Increased value of said property 
as provided by law. 

The Tax Commissioner asks that 
the assessors begin now the prelimi¬ 
nary work for the next year s aasesa- 
ment of property, as time was not 
given to make effective Lite provisions 
of the assessment bill passed by tin 
recent legislature to any great extent 
in Uils years assessment 

This is In accordance with the di¬ 
rections of the State Tax Commission¬ 
er's general plan of bringing about a 
re assessment of all real estate upon 
Uie basis of IU ''true and actual val¬ 
ue M 

The meaning of the above notice is 
that every real estate owner who has 
not given In the Improvements qii 
his land Is required to appear at the 
assessor’s office and list such improve¬ 
ments or suffer Uie penalty of having 
back taxes charged against him at 
the Increased value of said property 
as required by law.
